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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EPO 
11326194. 

Claims 1-3 

The reference of EPO 1 1326194 is considered prior art since it has the same inventive 
entity, but was filed a whole year (1 1/26/1999-1 1/26/2000) before the claimed prior foreign 
application 12/25/2000. 

EPO 1 1326194 discloses all the element s of a dielectric block, a light source for emitting 
a light beam, an optical system for making the light beam enter the dielectric block at various 
angles of incidence so that the conditions for total internal reflection is satisfied at an interface 
between the dielectric block and the film layer, photodetection means for detecting the attenuated 
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total reflection by measuring the intensity of the light beam satisfying total internal reflection at 
the interface (See English Abstract). 

EPO 1 1326194 further discloses a metal film and thin film formed on the surface of the 
dielectric block, for placing the sample (See Fig. Ref.12). 

EPO 1 1326194 discloses the claimed invention except for a cladding layer formed on the 
dielectric block. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine EPO 1 1326194 with the cladding layer, since it has been held to 
be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its 
suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 
416. 

EPO 1 1326194 discloses the claimed invention except for a semiconductor light emitting 
element that emits light by super radiance is employed as the light source. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine 
EPO 1 1326194 with light emitting element since it was well known in the art that a super 
radiance light emitting element provides a high power radiation device which provides a output 
of broad band low coherent radiation.
